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Repudiated Leadership 
It may be that the more Important long-range. 
consequences of President Truman's veto of the re­ 
vised price control bill will not be the effect on econ­ 
omic stabilization, but the effect on the Democratic 
party . 
Economic stabilization already P out of the hands 
of the government and in the hands of economic forc­ 
es vastly stronger than political authority . In a con­ 
siderable degree, what Congress and the chief execu­ 
tive have done was an anticlimax to something already 
done by the component elements of production and 
distribution 
Government to the contrary notwith­ 
standing. prices are finding new and higher levels. 
But what 
Mr Truman has done to his 
party ’s 
leaders in Congress, who told him the revised bill was 
the best they could get and that lie should sign it. 
mark s an Important worsening in the work ing rela­ 
tionship among Democrats The situation has been 
compared to what happened when President R4x1.se- 
velt castigated Congress fur a tax bill displeasing to 
him and precipitated the resignation of Senator Bark ­ 
ley . majority leaders In the upper house. 
Again. In the price 
control bill action, 
Senator 
Bark ley has ended up at odds with the leader of his 
party . Tito party ’s floor leaders in both houses have 
been repudiated for their positions. Mr Truman Ls per­ 
ilously close to say ing that lie puts his Judgment above 
that of majorities in the House and Senate and no 
longer cares what other members of his party think 


The Delusion of Protection 
"Our economy ,” say s President Truman, “cannot, 
be half-stabilized We cannot quarantine inflation.’’ 
Truer words were never spok en by a badly -con­ 
fused chief executive Mr Truman since the end of 
the war last August has been presiding over a half­ 
stabilized economy . He and his advisers and the pres­ 
sure groups 
who influence them have been try ing t< 
quarantine Inflation. 
They have been try ing to k eep prices from reflect­ 
ing the inflation they themselves encouragd with large 
and arbitrary increases in the cost of producing the 
things the public buy s. The Instant they did away with 
rationing, which controlled demand, and with wage 
stabilization, which controlled cost, they made price 
inflation Inevitable 
Thereafter, they tried to maintain the delusion of 
protection for consumers by concentrating on OP A a: 
a means of mak ing business enterprise absorb the im­ 
pact of rising coats. Meanwhile, they apjieased enter­ 
prise with authorized Increases which had the effect 
ol permitting prices to rise with government sanction 
Even if tlie 
Price Control Act had been continued 
without the slightest change, this appeasement wotih 
have continued. There was no way to evade it It was 
the only 
means of k eeping 
enterprise from 
being 
ruined 
But the delusion of protection Is fading fast. It I 
challenged by the cost of living, by black mark ets and 
by shortages. Congress k nows what Mr Truman and 
his economic planners cannot admit Economic plan­ 
ning Is 
impossible without 
control of demand and 
wages. The government's wartime planning work ed 
because it was applied to all the economic elements 
Its peacetime economic planning has been and must 
continue to be a fizzle because it Is Interested only in 
control of profits The argument over OP A Is an a r­ 
gument over a dead horse What we are seeing is a 
desperate attempt of economic planners to retain con­ 
trol over profits in 
|>eaeet.ime an 
attem pt which 
has been failing by the minute, hour and day 'Hie 
people of the United States have rejected economic 
planning They are about to reject the economic plan­ 
ners. 


Dollars and Sense 
The 20-billion dollar deficit tor the federal gov­ 
ernment’s fiscal y ear ending June 30 challenges Sec­ 
retary of Treasury Sny der's promise of a balanced 
budget In the next 12 months. 
Tiie federal government, lik e1 state and local gov­ 
ernment, will have to deal with the impact of rising 
prices on public finance. The cost of every thing it buy s 
—goods and services—is going up Inevitably , when 
Its cost of operation ceases to reflect war exj>endl- 
tures and levels olf at a peacetime rate, the rate will 
be higher than it was before the war, and to this will 
be added all new forms of federal spending. For In­ 
stance, estimates on termlnal-leave pay for enlisted 
men from a minimum of three to a maximum of six 
billion dollars. This Is only the beginning of the bonus 
rush that will preoccupy veterans’ organizations and 
congressen for the next few y ears. 
Whatever advantage cheaper dollars may give the 
V S. Treasury in handling carry ing charges on the 
national debt will be wiped out in all probability by 
increases in general operating cost 
The legislative 
•branch Is to become more expensive under the reor­ 
ganization plans landing in Congress 
Pay adjust­ 
ments for all grades of federal employ es will have to 
be considered. Tax income Is high and apjwrently will 
stay that way for several more y ears Demands for 
increasing federal outlay will continue 
The United States has operated at a deficit con­ 
tinuously for 15 y ears During that time per capita 
expenditures for federal government have risen from 
approximately $32 per person to $719 25 pr person No 
one 
claims any more that 
federal spending can be 
moved back to $32 or even to $73. its rate in the last 
y ear before World War II. The question now is whether 
it can be moved back from a point where it must be 
maintained by deficit financing to a point of balance 
with present tax income say , $300 per y ear per per­ 
son, or a total of approximately 40 billion dollars

Thus, it is a little 
strange that traditional methods of 
food preparation should so often 
tx* sound from a health standpoint 
Juab tlie same it's true. 
Well-( « Hik ed Pork 
Porte, for example, should alway s 
be well-cook ed and it usually Ls 
even where people have nothing 
more than the taste-test to guide 
them Few people would lik e un­ 
derdone veal and 
that’s 
a 
good 
thing, too, because to lx- digestible 
this meat 
should 
be 
thoroughly 
cook ed. 
When it comes to beef, however, 
: here's a different story , for beef, 
which is so often preferred rare, 
may occasionally be infested with 
a taix-worm parasite, 
which 
can 
ilso thrive in the human body . 
Infestation witli the beef tape­ 
worm may occur wherever raw or 
nadequa’ely cook ed beef is a popu­ 
lar Item of the diet. It is one of 
the most common tapeworms found 
in human beings. 
The cattle acquire the worm by 
outing 
muterials containing 
livi* 
uqx'womi eggs. The eggs hatch in 


the Intestine and then the y oung 
worms penetrate into the muscle 
tissue, 
where 
they 
develop 
into 
larvae. II the 
larvae 
are 
eaten 
they develop into worms in eight 
to ten week s in the intestinal tract 
of the human beings.
